To this end, it is the intent of the |legislature that,
prior to the commencenent of |itigation against any private enployer
relating to the terns and conditions of enploynent |egal aid prograns
recei ving funds appropriated in this act make good faith witten demand
for the requested relief, a good faith offer of settlenent or an offer
